The magazine contains graphic depictions of men and women engaging in sexual 
activity, with a particular focus on multiple vaginal and anal penetration of individual 
women by two or three men. The activities portrayed and the tone of the text 
contribute to degrading, dehumanising and demeaning the female participants to a 
significant degree. Women are reduced to orifices to be filled; they are referred to in a 
derogatory and abusive manner, and aggressive metaphors are used which equate 
painful or damaging sex with good sex. The publication is therefore classified as: 
Objectionable. 
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
